Heart Association 
Urges Public To 
Avoid Cigarettes 


“Resolved, that I will safe- 
guard my heart and health by 
avoiding or dropping the ciga- 
rette habit,’’ 

This New Year’s resolution 
was proposed for adoption by 
teenagers today by the Alabama 
Heart Association, which cau- 
tioned non-smoking youngsters 
that the best method of dealing 
with the cigarette habit is 
never to let it get started in 
the first place. 

The Association said that 
solve to discontinue cigaret- 
tes; if they persist they run a 
real risk that their life-span 
may be shortened due to heart 
disease orother serious health 
problems. 

“Whether you are a teenager 
or an adult,’’ said the Asso- 
ciation, ‘‘you should remember 
that heavy cigarette smoking 
may contribute to or acceler- 
ate the development of coron- 
ary heart disease or its com- 
plications. 

“A number of medical stud- 
ies have demonstrated a sub- 
Stantial association between 
cigarette smoking and illness 
and death from coronary artery 
disease,’’ the Association 
continued, ‘In these studies 
death rates from heart attacks 
| inmiddle-aged men were found 
tobe 50 to 200 per cent higher 
among heavy cigarette smokers 
as compared with non-smokers 
and pipe or cigar smokers. 

‘*A few of these studies also 
offer evidence that illness 
and death from coronary artery 
disease decrease significant- 
ly among those who have stop- 
ped smoking,’’ said the Asso- 
ciation,

Do you want more quail 


on your farm? If so, you 
can have more by provid- 
ing more quail food, Le- 
spedeza bicolor is one of 
the better crops to plant 
in this county for quail 
food, 


Bicolor is a perennial 
legume that grows 5 to 10 
feet high. It is called ‘‘bi- 
color’’ because its flowers 
are mostly two-colored-- 
white and purple. 

Bicolor produces an a= 
bundance of hard-coated 
seed. The seed 
the fall and are readily eat- 
en by quail. Some of the 
seed drop to the ground 
soon after they ripen. Oth- 
ers remain on the plant 
and are shed gradually dur- 
ing the winter, 

Bicolor can 
lished either by planting! 
seed or by transplanting 
one~year old seedlings. 
Many people prefer the 
one-year old seedlings be- 
cause (1) seedlings usually 
produce quail food quicker 
than plots planted to seed 
and (2) seedlings survive 
better during dry, hot years 
than do the first-year 
plants from seed. Here’s 
how to plant and manage 
bicolor seedlings for best 
results; 

Plots should be about 
1/4 acre in size and at 
least 15 feet wide. For 
ease of hunting they should 


be estab- 


If more than 20 feet wide, 
shooting and bird dog work 
will be difficult. 

Plant bicolor near 
woods or other natural 
quail cover. Bicolor should 
be planted where it will not 
interfere with other farm 
activities. Good locations 
are field edges, ey ine 
in woodland, utility line 
rights of way, along ditch | 
banks, along fencerows, 
idle fields, etc. 

Plant seedlings in a well 
prepared seedbed if pos- 
sible. Apply lime and fer- 
tilizer, according to a soil 
test. Best planting dates 
are December | toMarchl. 

Plant 6 to 8 rows. Rows 
should be about 30 inches 
apart and 300 to 800 feet | 
long. Space seedlings a- 
bout 18 inches apart in the 
rows. Cover the roots deep 
enough for the soil, after it 


settles, to be about 2 to 4 
inches above the root 
crowns, 


Seedlings can be planted; 
by use of a turn plow, a| 
dibble (metal planting 
bar--the kind commonly 
used in planting pine seed- 
lings), or by a mechanical 
tree planter. 

As mentioned above, bi-| 
color is a perennial, For 
that reason, it canbe main- 
tained for long periods of| 
time when planted on suit-| 
able sites and cared for|

.maintain it; 

Cultivate two or three} 
times during the first 
growing season. Protect 
from grazing by livestock 
and heavy deer populations, 
To remove dead stems and 
thicken the stand, cut bi- 
color stems off near the 
ground level every three 
to five years. Such pruning 
should be done in February 
while the plants are still 
dormant. Apply a complete 
fertilizer each time the bi- 
color plot is pruned.

Questionnaires 


Veterans and depend- 
ents of deceased veterans 
on the Veterans Adminis- 
tration’s nonservice-con- 
nected pension rolls who 
fail to return their income 
questionnaires by January 
31 will not receive any more 
checks and may even have 
to pay back the money re- 
ceived in 1963, 

VA officials issued this 
warning pointing out that 
the questionnaires were 
mailed a month earlier than 
usual this year. VA mailed 
the income information 
forms with the November 
30 checks but 
deadline date remains Jan- 
uary 31, 

The questionnaire car- 
ries a printed. warning 
which reads, ‘‘Important, 
Failure to return this card 
before January 431, 1964, 
will result in discon- 
tinuance of payment. You 
would also be required to 
pay back all the pensior 
you received last year.’’ 

Since these benefits are 
paid only to those veter- 
ans, their widows or min- 
or children whose incomes 
are below certain limits, 
the VA is required by law 
to receive an income re- 
port each year to support 
the payments, 

VA officials asked that 
the card be fully complet- 
ed and signed before it is 
sent back to the Veterans 
Administration,

According to a blue rib- 
bon science panel report 
Saturday, heavy cigarette 
smoking is a major 
health hazard and some-~- 
thing should be done about 
it. 

Surgeon General Luther 
Terry of the U.S, Public 
Health Service said his a- 
gency will move at once to 
recommend remedial ac- 
tion called for by the 
science group. 

“‘T would advise anyone 
to discontinue smoking cig- 
arettes,’’ Terry toldanews 
conference, 

The ten-man special ad- 
visory committee on smok- 
ing and health took 14 mon- 
ths to evaluate more than 
8,000 studies of the effect 
of smoking on health. 

The committee decided 
available evidence shows 
that cigarette smoking far 
outwelghs all other causes 
of lung cancer and cancer 
of the larynx especially in 
men and perhapsin women. 

The panel took the 
broad view that the more 
you smoke the more you 
risk early death, The spe- 
cial group concluded; 
“Cigarette smoking is a 
health hazard of sufficient 
importance in the United | 
States to warrant appro- 
priate remedial action.’’

various specific diseases, 
Terry said in a statement, 
the committe’s finds were 
that cigar and pipe smok- | 
ing have little significance 
in comparison with cig- 
arettes. But while it found 
much physical menace in 
smoking, the committee 
reported that there are 
benefits in the area of men- 
tal health and ease, saying 
‘*The habit originates in a 
search for contentment.”
